gt Resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead is the 
most important fact of history. If 
the Resurrection is a fact, we must 
live by that fact or abide by the 
eternal consequences. If it is not 
a fact it is the greatest fraud ever 
perpetrated in the world, and 
Christians are the most deplorable 
dupes conceivable. I propose to 
demonstrate that the Resurrection 
is the best established fact in all 
history. 

In presenting the proofs I 
shall proceed in a judicial manner, 
dealing only with authenticated 
facts and appealing solely to rea- 
son and fairness. In an article like 
this the demonstration must neces- 
sarily be brief. I shall first set 
down the oustanding facts of the 
Resurrection. Let me preface my 
procedure by stating that the Gos- 
pel narrative, which records the 
Resurrection, is the best authenti- 
feated document of history. The 
ripest scholarship after the sever- 
est scrutiny has pronounced the 
Gospels genuine history. Even the 
enemies of Christianity, who set 
out to invalidate the Gospel narra- 
tive, have ended by declaring that 
it is absolutely genuine and authen- 
tic. (Harnack, “Nature of Chris- 
tianity,” p. 11). Those who wish a 
demonstration of the Gospel’s his- 
toric value may consult the writer’s 
chapter on the subject in his. re- 
cently published book (“The Cre- 
dentials of Christianity,” Martin 
J, Seott, S. J.). Taking for grant- 
ed, therefore, the truth of the Gos- 
pel record, the main facts of the 
Resurrection are the following: 


Fifteen Outstanding Facts 


1. The Resurrection was fore- 
told by Christ. 


3. They took every precaution 
in regard to it. 


4. Christ’s death was officially 
certified to by the Roman Gover- 
nor. 


5. A guard of Roman soldiers 
was on duty at the tomb. 


6. The Roman guard testified to 
the Resurrection. 


7.. The Jewish leaders paid hush 
money to the Roman guard, thus 
silencing them. 

8. The Resurrection was pro- 
claimed in the very city where 
Christ was crucified and to the 
people who put Him to death. 


9. On the first proclamation 
3,000 joined the Standard of the 
Crucified and Risen Christ. 

10. The Apostles were trans- 
formed by the Resurrection and its 
consequences. 

11. They made the Resurrection 
the basis of their Christian mis- 
sion. 

12. The Jews never denied the 
Resurrection, but forbade its pro- 
clamation. 

18. Paul, the bitterest opponent 
of the Resurrection, became its 
greatest champion. 

14. The Risen Christ became 
the dominant factor in the history 
of civilization, the world beginning 
a new era dating from Him. 

15. The conversion of the Ro- 
man Empire was due fundamen- 
tally to the fact of the Resurrec- 
tion. 

These are the great outstanding 
facts of the Resurrection. No 
cause in all history has such a con- 
vincing array of evidence.

The Lesson of the 
Resurrection 


“IT am the Resurrection and 
the Life.” 


Vo that the angel of the 
Resurrection could proclaim 
its significance to us! Human lan- 
guage is not equal to the portrayal 
either of its benefits or of its les- 
sons. 


St. Paul helps us to understand 
in a limited way the principal les- 
son of the Resurrection, when he 
says: “As in Adam all die, so also 
in Christ all shall be made alive” 
(I Cor, XV, 22); when he says: 
“By a man came death and by a 
man the resurrection of the dead” 
—and what solemn truths are told 
in those few words! 


Jesus and Adam, as opposite 
poles, must be considered together. 
To understand our elevation 
through Christ we must under- 
stand our ruin through Adam: “By 
one man (the first Adam) sin 
came into the world, and by sin 
death, and death passed on to all 
men.” By another man (the sec- 
ond Adam) grace came into the 
world, and by grace life, and life 
was placed within the reach of all 
men; “where sin abounded grace 
doth more abound.” Hence, even 
though many of the consequences: 
of original sin remain, Adam’s fall 
has been a “happy fault” because 
of the character of the Redeemer 
it occasioned, 


Jesus’ Day 
The first Easter Day was pre- 
eminently Jesus’ day, the “day 
which the Lord made” for Him. 
Every other day of His life was 
“for us and our salvation.” 


Follow Jesus from the cradle to 
the grave and you will note that 
every day among the thirty-three 
years of His life was our day. It 
was for us that He was poor in 
birth, weak in childhood, obscure 
in adolescence; that He was desti- 
tute and ignored; that He was 
homeless for three years, mis- 
understood and persecuted. It was 
for us that He was betrayed by 
His friends, maltreated by enemies 
and finally murdered so cruelly. No 
other life story can match His in 
sorrow or privation or suffering, 
all the while He was undoing the 
work of the first Adam. His atone- 
ment ended only when, having bled 
to death on the cross, He declared: 
“It is consummated.” When He 
died He conquered death; when He 
was buried He opened the grave 
for every human being. 


Today we behold Him as such a 
conqueror, and we are overjoyed 
both for His sake and ours. His 
weakness has been converted into 
power; His obscurity into glory; 
His defeat into victory; His failure 
into success; His disfigured body 
into beauty. 

Is it a wonder that the Church 
asks that we “rejoice and be giad” 
on this day, we the redeemed, we, 
who without Him, would be with- 
out happiness in this life and with- 
out hope for the next? The extent 
of our rejoicing for the sake of 
Jesus will be measured only by our 
gratitude and love. 


Victory Over the Tomb 

Jesus rising, stands not only 
over His own grave, but over the 
grave of every human being, and 
declares: “I am the Resurrection 
and the Life”; “Why seek ye the 
living among the dead”? The 
Resurrection, therefore, preaches 
immortality for everyone of us: 
“As in Adam all die, so in Christ 
all shall be made alive.” This 
means that life following death is 
as certain as death itself, and we

‘THE PAGAN MIND MORE 


LOGICAL 


A Brahmin of India re- 
cently said to a Christian 
friend: 

“JT wish to become a Chris- 
tian, but what am I to be? 
I am told that I must join 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
or the Church of England, or 
the Wesleyans, or the Bap- 
tists, or anyone among the 
many other churches, but is 
there not a= Chureh of 
Christ?” 

It is strange that the 
minds of people in pagan 
lands are so much more logi- 
cal than the minds of people 
who not only live in Chris- 
tian lands, but who pretend 
to have some acquaintance 
with the history of the Chris- 
tian Church, and with the 
civilization which it brought 
into being. 

The Brahmin asked wheth- 
er there is not a Church of 
Christ. The Church, known 
as “Christian” in the early 
ages, and also known as 
Catholic because of the uni- 
versality predicated of her, 
was the Church of Christ. 
The Brahmin took for grant- 
ed that if there were ever a 
Church of Christ, or in other 
words, a religious organiza- 
tion founded by Christ, Who 
claimed to be divine, and if 
it was to endure throughout 
the ages, it must still be in 
the world, substantially un- 
changed. This is also good 
pagan logic, and it should be 
conceived in the Christian 
mind even more forcibly. 


The greatest anomaly with 
which a logical Christian has 
to deal is that which, while 
claiming the Bible to be the 
only rule of faith, fails to 
see in the Bible the clear-cut 
promises of Christ that He 
would be with the Church 
until the end of the world: 
that the gates of hell would 
never prevail against her: 
that the Holy Spirit would 
guide and direct her and 
keep her in truth. 


If the Church of martyrs 
and of saints, and of all 
Christians for a thousand 
years, deserted Christ or was 
deserted by Him, then He did 
not keep His promises and 
consequently could not be 
God. A divine Church could 
not go wrong; but deny the 
divinity of the Church and 
you deny the divinity of 
Christ. The confusion that 
has existed in Christianity 
outside the Catholic Church 
from the time half a dozen 
rival religions were founded 
in the sixteenth century 
should itself be the best 
argument against their claim 
to be even a religion reform- 
ed—if we could even con- 
ceive of a divine religion be- 
ing reformed.

GERMAN STATE CHURCH 
The most powerful organization 
of Protestants in Germany, includ- 
ing all Nazis of the Protestant 
faith and known as the Society of 
German Christians, recently passed 
a resolution stating that the aim 
of their society is to create “one 
Evangelical German State Church.” 
The Rev. Joachim Hossenfelder, 
head of the society, said: “We are 
striving for one Fatherland and 
one Church,” 

Among the proposals debated 
was that for the appointment of 
government commissioners “to aid 
the reorganization work, which 
would be carried out too slowly if 
left to the churches alone.” It was 
laid down that the church must be 
imbued with “heroic piety, must 
stand for race purity and must 
expel members intermarrying with 
persons of alien races.” 

The Rev. Hossenfelder declared: 
“The Brown Shirts have cleared 
the way for us and we shall be 
eternally grateful to them. Luther 
said a plowman can be more pious 
at his plowing than a nun at her 
prayers. We say a storm trooper 
in his fighting is more in God’s 
will than a church that does not 
jubilantly join in the call for the 
third Reich.”

A direct question is presented 
by this California maiden: “But, 
Miss McGill, formal occasions call 
for formal elothes. Don’t you 
think the formal evening gown 
correct, if it is not too extreme?” 


Yes, if the gown is not too low 
in the front or back, which means 
that a frock should be conserva- 
tively cut. It is not necessary to 
offer measurements to you girls, 
for if you follow your consciences 
you will dress decently. Remem- 
ber! No bare backs. Sorry to have 
to insert that in O. S. V. But I 
know the pagan vogue, and the 
warning is important. 

No Catholic girl, whatever her 
social position, should desire to 
wear formal gowns approved by a 
naean societv, which has lost its 
sense of decency in the modern 
‘orgy of immorality. It is not nee- 
lessary to be revealing, to be at- 
tractive to men. On the contrary, 
even worldly-minded men, with no 
religious practice nor profession, 
retain an instinct for decency. The 
more blasé they are, the quicker 
are they to notice the modest, re- 
fined girl. If you were: older and 
accustomed to reading people, and 
your ears were spiritually sensi- 
tive, if you listened closely you 
would hear something like this,

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Steps In Radio Priest’s Dispute With Bankers— 
. Bishop Gallagher’s Courage and Fairness— 
Newspaper Assertions Reviewed. 


In recent days a vigorous contro- 
.versy has been taking place in De- 
troit, with Father Charles E. 
‘Ceughlin, noted radio speaker, in 
its midst. His Excellency Bishop 
Gallagher of Detroit has felt im- 
pelled to issue clarifying state- 
ments. 

While it has reported the devel- 
epments step by step, the N. C. W. 
‘C. News Service felt that, in view 
wf the assertions and counter-asser- 
‘tions made, readers of the Catholic 
‘Press could obtain a true picture 
only from a complete statement on 


this matter. It requested Mr. An-'| 


thony J. Beck, Editor of The Mich- 
fgan Catholic and former President 
of the Catholic Press Association, 
who has kept constantly in touch 
with the situation, to prepare such 
a statement.

Detroit.—After suffering a mone- 
tary quake through the closing of 
two national bank groups with half 
a billion dollars in deposits and 
$00,000 depositors, this city be- 
came the center of a financial elec- 
trical storm that involved The De- 
troit Free Press, the Rev. Charles 
E. Coughlin, famous radio priest, 
and the Roosevelt administration. 


On February 14, Governor Wil- 
liam A. Comstock handed the city 
a Valentine in the form of a pro- 
‘clamation which closed all banks 
in the state and led to a national 
bank holiday. After various plans 
for reopening the two old banks 
‘had been scrapped, because of lack 
of agreement, the Government took 
them over and announced forma- 
tion of a new institution. The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
subscribed $12,500,000 in preferred 
@tock and the General Motors Com- 
pany an equal sum in common 
‘stock. Both the corporation and 
‘the Government agreed to offer 
(their stock to depositors of the old 
!banks and to other Detroiters when 
‘conditions improved. 

Opposition to Plan 


Police Commissioner James K. 
Watkins, on March 22, gave a radio 
‘speech proposing another plan for 
yeorganization of the old banks and 
opposing the new bank as one that 
‘would be conrtolled by “outside in- 
terests.” He said he spoke for the 
small depositors and for 3,500 city 
employees who had retirement and 
death benefit funds totaling $480,- 
000 tied up in the old banks. 

The next evening Father Cough- 
lin replied to Mr. Watkins in two 
radio speeches and the Police Com- 
missioner spoke from two stations. 
Father Coughlin announced that he 
was speaking in defense of the new 
bank at the request of Washington 
Administration officials. It appears 
that the Government planned to 
make the new Detroit bank the first 
of a system that would be secure 
against failure. Father Coughlin 
had spoken in favor of such a sys- 
tem in Washington on March 5, 
Knowing his popularity and feel- 
Ing that prompt action was neces- 


- gary to defend the new plan, Ad- 


ministration officials requested 
him, at 5 p. m., on March 23, to 
speak that same evening. 

Father Coughlin, in his reply to 
Commissioner Watkins, denied that 


tary of the Treasury, Mr. Woodin, 
had assured him that the new bank 
would not “permit the small busi- 
ness man...to be destroyed” 
through ruthless offsets of loans 
against deposits or hasty liquida- 
tion of assets. 

The following Sunday, March 26, 
in his weekly broadcast over a 
hook-up of 27 radio stations, Fath- 
er Coughlin charged that “in 35 
banking days, previous to the bank- 
ing holiday, approximately $63,- 
000,000 of ‘inside information’ 
money had leaked out” of the First 
National Bank-Detroit. This state- 
ment was contradicted by defend- 
ers of the banks. Father Coughlin 
denounced E. D. Stair, publisher of 
The Detroit Free Press, and presi- 
dent of the Detroit Bankers Com- 
pany, a holding company control- 
ling the First National Bank-De- 
troit. and other banks. He branded 
it as a “huge hide-out company.” 
He spoke of “holding companies 
which were designed to cheat the 
widows, to rob the orphans, while 
they enabled the artful members 


of high finance to escape the law.” | 


Newspaper Quoted 


Father Coughlin quoted a Free 
Press (March 20) editorial to the 
effect that “banks have opened. . . 
that were in worse condition than 
those of Detroit,” that this city 
“was denied assistance at Washing- 
ton” and that “politics played an 


important part in precipitating the | 


banking holiday in Michigan.” He 
hailed the new Detroit national 
bank as the first victory “against 
the money changers” and predicted 
that before the war is ended simi- 
lar institutions will be founded in 
other large cities. He said he did 
not include in his indictment “the 
honest bankers.” 

The Free Press (March 27) pub- 
lished the speech and replied with 
a front-page editorial, entitled 
“Coughlin, the Demagog,” accusing 
the priest of “slandering the direc- 
tors of the two outstanding bank- 
ing groups of Detroit.” The editor- 
ial stated that, while former presi- 
dents of the holding company had 
received salaries, one $100,000 and 
another $50,000, “Mr. Stair refused 
to aceept a cent” and took office on 
condition that the company “would 
be little more than an auditing 
concern to cut down the expenses of 
the constituent bodies.” It was fur- 
ther stated that among the direc- 
tors were some of the most respect- 
ed and outstanding men of Detroit. 
Subsequently the Free Press an- 
nounced that it was preparing to 
file libel suits against Father 
Coughlin and the radio stations 
which broadcast his address. The 
local station, WJR, offered its facil- 
ities for a reply. 

The paper also published brokers’ 
records showing that Father 
Coughlin had in 1929 “purchased in 
excess of $30,000 worth of stock in 
the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Corpora- 
tion” and that he had lost about 
$7,000 on the investment. One of 
the photostatic copies of a stock 
deal was labelled, “A Crap Game 


With Other People’s Money,” words | 
used by the priest in one of his ad- | 


dresses. The Free Press of March 
31 reported that “the Rev. Father 
Charlies E. Coughlin filed no income 
tax.returns for a period of years 
up to 1931.” “In his first return 
filed for 1931,” said the report, “an 
error in arithmetic was discovered 
and the priest was required to pay 


In reply to these charges Father 


The announcement stated that in- 
vestigators of the Internal Revenue 
Office had examined the books of 
Father Coughlin and of the Radio 
League of the Little Flower. Their 
investigation, said the statement, 
“disclosed an over-payment of tax 
in the amount of $8.61” in the per- 
sonal income tax returns for 1931. 
“The investigation,” it was further 
stated, “also disclosed that Father 
Coughlin was not liable for income 
tax for the prior years.” “Relative 
to Father Coughlin’s investing his 
own funds and funds from the 
Radio League of the Little Flower 
in Kelsey-Hayes and Packard 
stock, in the year 1929,” said the 
statement, “the investigators found 
that the transaction was perfectly 
legal.” 

Fred M. Cook, in charge of reve- 
nue field agents in the Detroit dis- 
trict, said that officials are not al- 
lowed to give out for publication 
the result of any investigation, but 
that the taxpayer may publish it. 
“Since the taxpayer in this case 
has given out the report,” added 
Mr. Cook, “there is no reason why 
I should not confirm its authentic- 
ity. I will, therefore, state that the 
result of our investigation as given 
by Father Coughlin is correct.” 
(The Detroit News, April 5). 

This controversy naturally put 
Bishop Michael J. Gallagher in a 
most trying situation. He was be- 
seiged by reporters seeking his 
views for the press, received pro- 
tests from the opponents of Father 
Coughlin and was petitioned by 
numerous non-Catholics and Cath- 
olics who consider the radio priest 
their champion. Now that the 
smoke of battle is clearing away, it 
is generally admitted that the Bis- 
-hop’s stand has been marked by 
diplomacy, courage and fairness. 


Bishop Indorses New Bank 


When the new bank plan was 
announced, Bishop Gallagher ap- 
pealed to the Government against 
harsh liquidation and offsets which 
would ruin smal! businesses. Given 
assurance on these points and be- 
coming convinced that the old 
banks could not be reopened, he 
strongly indorsed the new institu- 
tion. He reiterated his statement 
of a year ago in favor of Govern- 
ment guarantee of bank deposits 
as essential to public confidence 
and to bringing money out of hid- 
ing. He explained that, as this 
guarantee was impossible under the 
old set-up, he favored the new 
plan. The Bishop pointed out that 
huge depreciation of real estate 
from boom-day values and heavy 
withdrawais of deposits were fac- 
tors in the situation. He voiced 
his gratitude to local bankers for 
loans “enabling us to build schools 
and churches in some sixty par- 
ishes.” 

Regardless of conflicting press 
accounts, there was no difficulty 
ibetween the Bishop and Father 
Coughlin. The Bishop simply did 
not wish the Diocese to become in- 
volved in the controversy. He 
stated that “when Father Coughlin 
discusses the banking situation, he 
is not speaking for the Catholic 
Church, and his opinions are only 
as good as his arguments.” The 
Bishop did not have certain imfor- 
mation which was in possession of 
the priest. He stressed the fact 
that, m approving radio sermons, 
his aim was to give the widest pos- 
sible publicity to Catholic Doc- 
trme and the pronouncements of 
Popes Leo XIII and Pius XI im 
their social Encyclicals. When 
Father Coughlin was under attack 
a year ago, Bishop Gallagher de- 
clared that the radio priest “has 
not gone as far as these Pontiffs 
m his radio sermons.” For the 
last two years the Bishop has read 
Father Coughlin’s addresses before 
broadcasting, excepting the one on 
March 26, which was not completed 
until just before its delivery. When 
asked recently whether he would 
prevent further broadcasts by

know that there is nothing more 
certain. Those who remind us so 
frequently that we are hurrying 
towards death do not speak the 
whole truth. Every true follower 
of Christ can say that he is hurry- 
ing towards eternal life through 
death, the great fact being not 
death, but life. Death, the fruit of 
sin, is not natural for an immortal 
being. It is something temporary, 
as is the whole period of man’s life 
prior to death. The risen life, 
guaranteed to us by Christ’s 
Resurrection, is eternal. 

The Resurrection is the Ghurch’s 
ringing challenge to infidelity. 
Never has infidelity or skepticism 
successfully met it. The doubters 
and scoffers of every age who have 
refused to believe in the resurrec- 
tion of the body were impelled 
thereto by fear. The resurrection, 
they are aware, is fraught with 
as many terrors for the wicked as 
with joys for the good. 

The Church reminds us of the 
terrible as well as consolatory 
truth whenever she buries one of 
our dead. Quoting the Divine Mas- 
ter Himself she warns the mourn- 
ers “tg@e hour cometh wherein all 
that are in the graves shall hear 
the voice of the Son of God; and 
they that have done good things 
shall come forth unto the resur- 
rection of life; but they that have 
done evil, unto the resurrection of 
judgment.” 

The Classic Argument 


Our divine Savior wishes that 
His resurrection should be the 
classic argument in favor of His 
divinity, and therefore of His re- 
demption, of the divine character 
of His Church, and of the means 
of salvation entrusted to it. This 
is why He allowed the fact of His 
resurrection to be so patent that 
only the unwilling could hesitate 
to recognize it. The well disposed 
person finds a hundred proofs for 
Christ’s divinity in the prophecies 
He uttered, the many miracles He 
wrought, in the beauty of His 
teaching and in the holiness of His 
life. But when Christ Himself was 
asked for proof of His divinity He 
invariably referred to His resur- 
rection. We are familiar with His 
words: “An evil generation seeketh 
after a sign, and a sign will not be 
given it, but the sign of Jonas, the 
prophet.” When asked on still an- 
other occasion “what sign dost 
thou show us”? He answered 
“destroy this temple and in three 
days I will build it up again.” 


Again: “I have power to lay down 


My life and power to take it up 
again.’’ When the Heavenly Father 
testified to His divinity on Thabor 
Christ did not want the fact her- 
alded abroad. He enjoined strict 
silence on the three Apostles who 
witnessed it; “until the Son of 
man is risen from the dead.” It 
could be a corroborative argument, 
but must not be the chief argu- 
ment fy ger a 

Paul goes so far as y 
Py Christ “was predestinated the 
Son of God by His resurrection 


from the dead.” We are not sur- 


prised, therefore, to read in the 


Acts of the Apostles that “with 
great power the Apostles bore wit- 


|ness to the resurrection of our 
|Lord Jesus Christ.” We are not 


surprised to see St. Paul lay such 
emphasis on the fact of Christ’s 
resurrection that he declared: “If 
Christ be not risen again, then is 
our preaching vain and your faith 
is vain,” 

Easter’s miracle, then, was in- 
tended to strengthen our faith just 
as Easter’s principal lesson was 
intended to animate our hope. 
Jesus was a hidden God until His 
burial, but a God clearly revealed 
through His resurrection. 

Believing “in the resurrection of 
the body and life everlasting,” let 
us not be too seriously affected by 
the trials and difficulties and sor- 
rows and sufferings of this world. 
St. Paul tells us that they are not 
worthy of consideration when com- 
pared “with the glory which will 
be revealed in us” hereafter if we 
live the life and die the death of a 
saint. The Church’s Easter ad- 
monition is so sane, “if you be 
risen with Christ seek the things 
which are above, not those which 
are on earth.” . Let us not spend 
our lives in the grave of sin here, 
and this mortal body will put on 
immortality; this corruptible body 
will put on incorruptibility, the 
death which shatters it will have 
no sting, and the grave which en- 
closes it after death will gain no 
victory,
